HOSTILITIES BEGIN. 

A dispatch to the Times, which left Foo Chow at 
2:15 p.m. to-day, says; “‘Hostilities began this after 
noon at 2 o'clock.” 

DELAYED TELEGRAMS, 

Lonpon, August 23.—The Eastern Telegraph Com- 
pany has given notice that owing to the hostilities 
at Foo Chow, telegrams to that point will be ac- 
cepted only at the senders’risk. Such telegrams 
have to go from Shanghai to Foo Chow over the 
Chinese wall. 

STILL THERE. 

Paris. August 23, 10 a. m.--The Government has 
received no news from Foo Chow to-day. Li Fong 
Pao, Chinese Minister, has not yet left Paris. Le 
Matin and Le Francaise assert that the Tsung Li 
Yamen telegraphed him not to leave France. 

COURBET HAS HIS ORDERS. 

A Times despatch from Foo Chow dated at 7 
o'clock this morning says that “at 9 o'clock last 
night Admiral Courbet officially announced that he 
had received orders from Paris to make reprisals 
The British vice-Consul and doctor left their anchor- 
age last night and reached the English gunboats at 
midnight.” It is reported that Li Fong Pao was in- 
structed by the Imperial decree to settle the dispute 
on the best terms possible.

Over 12,000 Visitors Assembled in 
Belleville, Ill. 


Details of the County Convention Held To- 
Day—Fred. E. Scheel for Circuit Clerk 
and Dr. Woods For Coroner— 

Other Nominations. 


Carter Harrison, accompanied by the Cook County 
Demoeratic Ciub, arrived in Belleville at 9 o'clock 
this morning on a special train over the Cairo Short 
Line. The Reception Committee, accompanied by a 
hundred citizens on horses, met the candidate for 
Governor at the train and escorted them 
to the City Park. The various 
Democratic clubs of Belleville joined the pro- 


cession and marcyed through the principal streets 
of the city. The Cook County delegation wore white 
ug hats,and presented a splendid appearance. 
fhe business houses of Belleville, irrespective of the 
political preferences of their proprietors, were deco- 
rated with flags and bunting in honor of the occa- 
sion, which proved to be the greatest event of the 
kind ever held in Belleville.

THE DEMOCRATIC COUNTY CONVENTION 
assembled in the City Park Hall at 10:80 a. m., full 
delegations from all the precincts of St, Clair Coun- 
ty being present and East St. Louis presenting two 
contesting delegations, each clamoring for recog- 
nition by the convention. Hon. Herman G. Weber, 
chairman of the County Central Committee, called 
the convention to order. Fred Scheel 
Secretary of the County Central Committee, read 
the call, after which Mr. Weber nominated Colonel 
Adolphus Engelmann, of Shiloh, as temporary chair- 
man.

UP A TREE, 


The Mysterious Life of One William 
B. Hayward. 


A Government Clerk Who Lives in the 
Branches of a Tree Through Choice— 
A Talk With the Hermit--How 
He Lives and Looks. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasurvetor, D. C., August 23.—In the little vil- 
lage of Mt. Pleasant on the suburbs of Washington, 
there lives an eccentric individual, who, doubtiess, 
wisbes his name to be linked with the innumerabie 
caravan of cranks that will go down to a limited 
posterity. To those who visit him out of idie curi- 
osity and register their names in an album which he 
keeps for that purpose, he gives a card on which is 
inscribed the following: 

“Mr. WILLIAM B. HAYWARD, 
“Array CasTLe, Mt. PLEASANT.” 


He is known in the vicinity as “the man up 4 
tree” although his pedigree has not been traced far 
enough back to enable him to be identified as the 
legendary ‘‘manup a tree’, Who always saw thing: 
in such a_ peculiar light. This second St. 
Anthony with all the modern improvements, 
is a man abont 45 years of age, with a dark.swartli 
complexion, long black beard slightly tinged witht 
gray, dark hair, gray eyes, inclined to be restless, 
and heavy knit eyebrows that meet in a dark ridge 
pone over the bridge of the nose. He is tall, well 
yuilt, and has but one arm, 
the other having been lost in the late war at the 
battle of Shiloh. He holds a position as clerk in the 
Pension Office, but ashe is quiet and uncommunica- 
tive little or nothing is known of his antecedents ex- 
cept that he served in the Union Army and was 
honorably discharged. He says he hag 

ALWAYS LIVED ALONE, 
and in an abode similar to his present one. His home 
is situated on a biuff bordering a small stream that 
is tributary to Rock Creek, about three-quarters of 
a mile from Brightwood. He has leased a small 
plot of reaned land, in the center of which 
stands a huge oak trce, and in the top of this tree is 
his house. About ten or fifteen feet from the ground 
is a small platform built around the trunk of the 
tree and measuring about seven feet in diameter, 
the tree itself measures about four feet. Through 
this is cut a small trap door large enough 
to admit the body of a good-sized man. About seven 
feet above this platform is another, whose dimen- 
sions are about 10 feet square, A neatly-constructed 
pair of steps, withasmall rail and banister, lead 
from the lower to the upper platform. On this 
latter a tent is pitched, and here is the 
home of this recluse crank. A correspondent of the 
Post-DispatcH, who was told casually that there 
wasamanat Mt. Pleasant who had been living up 
atree for over a.year, formed a party of four and 
drove out to the piace indicated, 
expecting to kee some poor benighted 
tramp, who had takenrefuge inthe hollow of an 
old tree, and virtually made it his home. It was

wood you follow the main road, which further on

lamp upon it and several other household articles 
were scattered here and there about the room.

A Suggestion of a Sub-Station at the Bridge 
for Down Town Merchants—Another 
Plan to Utilize the Tunnel— 

What the Authori- 
ties Say. 


Down-town business men will be gratified to learn 
that the Post-Dispatcu has not agitated their griev- 
ances with respect to poor mail facilities in vain. 
Postmaster Wells stated yesterday that a requisi- 
tion had been sent to Washington to procure larger 
mail boxes for certain sections of the city, the pres- 
ent ones being entirely inadequate for the 
proper handling of the mail deposited in those sec- 
tions. To-day Gen. Edgarton received a letter from 
the Postmaster-General detailing him to meet the 
Hon. W. B. Thompson, Superintendent of the Rail- 
way Mail Service, and confer with him as to the ad- 
| visability of constructing a sub-station in the bust- 
ness center of the city. Mr. Thompson had written 
to the Postmaster-General suggesting that a sub- 
station be placed at the St. Louis end of the 
bridge. where several incoming mails from the East 
could be received, distributed and taken to the 
main Post Office ready for delivery half an hour 
sooner than at present, and the Post-master-Gener- 
al. in his letter to Gen. Edgarton, authorizes the 
establishment of the office in the event that Mr. 
Thompson and Gen. Edgarton deem it necessary. 

GENERAL EDGARTON 
said: object of our con- 
ference be to arrange plans 
for expediting the collection and distribution of the 
mail in the business section of the city as agitated 
in the Post-Dispatcs.”’ 

“And that will be best done by a sub-station, will 
it not?” 

“Well, [have not fully made up my mind on that 
subject yet. You see this letter of Mr. Thompson 
calls for a station at Washington avenue and Third 
| street, and Iam of the opinion that other arrange-

“T favor larger mail boxes and collections hy wag- 
ons.

mails and I don't know but that his plan is a good 
one; at anyrate I will meet Mr. Thompson Monday, 
and we will then devise some means for bettering 
the facilities in the lower sections of the city." 

The reporter next called on Mr. Harlow and asked 
him his plan with regard to the tunnel. 

“There is nothing new in it’ he said, “and I 
think it is entirely practicable. When the tunnel was 
built, you may remember the government paid some- 
thing like $100,000 to have it widened atthe point 
where it passes the Post Office, the plan then being 
tomake areceiving depot directly beneath the 
building for the receipt and delivery 
the mails.

THE FIFTH DISTRICT MUDDLE. 

The Republican this morning admits that 
Mr. WALLACE was the strongest man in the 
Fifth District Convention, admits that he had 
amajority of the delegates with regular cre- 
dentials, and admits also that he was wronged, 
but manages to reach this strange conclusion: 

There is one way, we will Botsay the only way, 
out of the trouble, and that is a sacrifice on the part 
of Mr. Wallace. It would be heroic in him to with- 
draw from the field and abide his time, which will 
surely come, for there is no popular feeling more 
lasting and determined than that which demands 
the concession to a candidate of anomination which 
he was wrongfully deprived of on a previous occa- 
sion. 

Now, the rump convention which nominated 
Mr. GRravVEs contained but twenty-nine of the 


sixty-eight delegates with credentials. These 


twenty-nine, six less than a quorum, under 
the direction of a committee opposed 
to WaALLace, undertook to organize 
the District Convention by disfranchising 
a sufficient number of the Wallace delegates, 
on pretense of a contest. There was no pre- 
tense that Wauuace had failed to carry the 
legislative district from which the larger num- 
ber of the contestants hailed. The ground of 
the contest, the fact that the delegates were ap- 
pointed by the Jackson County Convention, was 
as valid to unseat all of the thirty-nine delegates 
of Jackson County as it was to unseat any one 
of them. The proposed action was simply 
a declaration of the right of the 
twenty-nine delegates from Lafayette and 
Johnson to substitute contestants for any 
or all of the thirty-nine delegates ap- 
pointed by the Jackson County Convention, 
and to deprive Mr. Watuace of any or 
all of his delegates, although he had 
carried three out of four of the Jackson County 
districts, and the county by a large majority. 

The Congressional Convention broke up in a 
row over this point, and Jackson County’s 
thirty-nine delegates, with regular credentials 
from their County Convention, and with a 
primary vote of 4,671 for WALLACE at their 
backs, withdrew and nominated WALLACE. 
The twenty-nine delegates from Johnson and 
Lafayette proceeded, without a quorum, to 
manufacture a quorum by admitting contest- 
ants, and nominated GRAVES. 

On this state of facts the Republican calls on 
Mr. WALLACE to play the hero and rely on the 
martyr’s crown fora future reward. That is 
queer heroism which surrenders the rights of 
the people, submits to what the Republican 
must admit to be a wrongful deprivation, and 
supports a man wrongfully nominated by a 
rump convention which never had a quorum 
of accredited delegates. It seems to us 
that the only fair way out of the 
difficulty is for the State Central Committee to 
decide and declare in ae¢cordance with the facts, 
that there is no regularly nominated candidate 
for Congress in the Fifth District, and that both 
candidates ought to-withdraw simultaneously 
and refer their claims back to the Democratic 
voters of the district at a primary election.

THE POKER HELLS. 

The one public poker room in the Fifth Po- 
lice District was last night broken up by Cap- 
tain FRANGEL, and the players and outfit 
captured, The conductors of the game were 
not wise, they should not have gone west of 
Jefferson avenue. There seemsto be an un- 
written law that the gambling houses of the 
city must locate themselves in the Central 
Police District if they desire immunity from 
the law. It is a matter of public notoriety that 
games of poker, with a regular percentage 
for the bank, are being kept at. sev- 
eral of the leading hotels and _ behind 
different easily found saloons within a 
radius of halfa mile from Fourth and Pine 
streets. 

Perhaps if Captain FRANGEL were moved to 
the Central District he could discover and close 
these hells, 

Beyond the fact that the law is clearly 
against these robbers’ roosts, stands the fact 
that it is a good law and one for the protection 
of the community. The game-keeper is in the 
nature of things a robber—the earnings of the 
banker at any one of these games will average 
$1,500 a month. This money is contributed by 
a score or so of young men who cannot afford 
to pay this percentage. They are clerks and em- 
ployes, men on salaries all of them, many having 
the custody of other people's money, many face 
to face with poverty at home, and shame and 
disgrace at their places of business, desperately 
returning to the gaming table in a vain effort to 
win back their losses. And there are hells to 
suit all pockets from the dollar limit game at 
the middleclass hotels to the five and ten dol- 
lar game at the first-class ones. 

If the police did their duty this crying evil 
would cease. If the police need detailed infor- 
mation as to the location, ownership and pat- 
ronage of the hells, all that is necessary is to 
gather from the crowds in the bucket-shops 
during the day the history of the poker of the 
night before. There is no secret made of it. 
Perhaps the only men about town who do not 
know the exact location and means of entry to 
these places are the police.

THE TALLAPOOSA BUSINBSS. 

If the Tallapoosa proves a total loss, the pub- 
lic pocket will be tapped to the tune of about 
$1,000,000, at the very least. Ifthe vessel is 
raised and repaired the cost will probably be 
not less than 8500,000. In either case the 
amount may be changed to the already largely 
overdrawn account of WiuiiamM E. CHANDLER, 
Secretary of the Navy, who is also indirectly 
responsible for the four lives lost, each of which 
is quite as valuable gs his own. 

The Tallapoosa is a Government steamer, 
built by the Government's (people's) money, 
for Government purposes exclusively. 


CMANDLER has been using ber all summer pre- | 
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: cisely as if she were his private property. She 
has done no naval service whatever, but hag 
been regularly employed as a pleasure yacht 
for the benefit of the CaanpizB family and 
their invited guests. This is the business in 
which a Government steamer anda crew of 
140 men have been engaged for months past; 
the business in which she was engaged when 
the accident occurred that sent her to the 
‘bottom. The Tallapoosa was on her way to 
Newport to meet and serve the CHANDLERS 
at that fashionable yachting headquarters ;there- 
fore had to pass through the always crowded 
Vineyard Sound, where she otherwise need not 
havebeen, and there met the fate which she 
would otherwise have escaped. 

The accounts thus far received indicate un- 
mistakably that the responsibility of the collis- 
ion rests with the officers of the steamer, and 
not with the schooner, but this point is of small 
importance compared with the principle in- 
volved in such use of government vessels, 
CHANDLER had no more legal or moral right to 
employ the Tallapoosa for the recreation of his 
family and friends, than he had to sell the ship 
and appropriate the proceeds, and 
the disastrous consequences of his 
entirely illegimate action ought 
to provoke a rigid investigation, and such 


pay heavy taxes to keep up our navy, such as 
it is, and when a naval vessel is used as the 
Tallapoosa has been, it is an outrageous abuse 
of the people’s property. 

President BUCHANAN declined to employ 
the United States steamer Harriet Lane in 
a day’s excursion on the Potomac, except on 
condition that he should pay all the expenses 
of the trip, which he did. Since the Republican 
party has been in power, noboby has imitated 
BUCHANAN’S example, and Presidents and 
Naval Secretaries have had all their nautical 
fun at the expense of the National Treasury. 
If the loss of the Tallapoosa puts an end to 
this characteristic Republican performance, 
CHANDLER'S yacht and the four poor fellows 
“buried in wet jackets” will not have perished 
in vain.

Pursuers Fail to Overtake the Presi- 
. . dent of the Albion Bank. 


Details of the Attempt to Poison Young 
Burrows—A Very Sensational State- 
ment—What Mr. Warner Took 
With Him—His Attempts 
at Speculation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New. Yorx, August 23.—Ex-Judge Roswell L. 
Burrows of Buffalo and George L. Burrowsof Sagi- 
naw, Mich., arrived in this city yesterday in search 
of A. 8. Warner, the missing president of the sus- 
pended Albion Bank. They spent nearly the entire 
day in Wall street inquiring into the speculations 
which the runaway banker had been carrying on 
there. They ascertained he had done business 
through a half dozen different firms, and enough 
evidence was secured to prove he had lost heavily 
in some of the enterprises in which he had em- 
barked. Ex-Judge Burrows, when called upon at 
the Gilsey House, gave an interesting story of the 
troubles of the Burrows family and the history of

mer of the auctioncer. The menagerie was founded 


audience. Menagerie proprietors and ealers 
in wild animals, agents for zoological collections 
and circus managers assembled in considerable 
numbers to witness the dispersal of an establish- 
ment which claims to be the oldest one of the kind 
in the world. The first score or soof “lots” were 
small animals, which found a rapid sale at good 
rices, and the numerous collections cf birds fol- 
owed. The proceedings assumed greater interest 
when the larger animals were reached, and espe- 
cially when the handsome African elephant Em- 
ape was pat up for competition. He is said to 
” two inches less in stature than Jumbo, which, 
of course, militated against him.

—the sale of the lions and lionesses. The menagerie 
is noted for its specimens of the king of beasts, and 
headed by noble old Wallace, a veteran who has for 
ten years been before the public, with credit to him- 
self and renown to the show, they yesterday one and 
all looked in the pink of condition. Wallace, it is 
satisfactory to state, will not pass out of the family, 
as he was bought in by Mr. James C. Edmonds at 
the price of £200, and, in all probability, will be 
added to that eentleman’s menagerie, which is now 
traveling on the continent. Mr. Edmonds also 
bought for £370 two young lions of 18 -monuths, sons 
of Wallace, and four young lionesses, For the pair 
of performing lions, Prince of Wales and Duke of 
Edinburgh, both 4 years old, the sum of £275 was 
realized, the purchaser being Mr. Hagenbeck, 
and the same gentleman bought Hannibal, a 6-year- 
old and very handsome forest-bred beast, for £175; 
Alexander, his mate, for £105, and Princess, 4 years 
old, for 100 guineas. The f-year-old for- 
est-bred lioness Victoria, with her litter of 
cubs hy Wallace, was bought for 165 guineas by 
Mr. Bostock, who also purchased at the owrice of 
£120 the royal Bengal tiger, Poontiah,. For all these 
lots there was active competition, and the sales 
were very brisk.

Bow.ine Greex, August 22.—A great city, the 
metropolis of a State, draws much of its strength 
and material from the surrounding country, just 
as a great river assimilates the brooks and rivulets 
naturally trioutary to itself. 

It is a very striking fact that this freehold, known 
as “Pike” has contributed more men of brains and 
energy, more rough diamonds to 8t. Louis, 
than any other county in this State. I could men- 
tion a score, but at present will only mention some 
points in the earlier eareer of the prominent few. 

James O. Broadhead of today, is in strong con- 
trast to the “Jim” of forty years ago. Gawky in 
the extreme, and slow to find expression for his 
thoughts, upon slight acquaintance he suggested 
the idea of hcaviness, and Othello’s words, “Rude 
am I, and little blest,"’ etc., might have been applied 
to himself. With his intimate friends much of this 
clumsiness disappeared. To them he was 4n ear- 
nest, thoughtful young man, with more opinions 
than he usually expressed. 

At this period, Bowling Green, Pike County, im- 
the agined herselfthe Athens of America, and, in 
truth, villagers were an unusually ntellectual people 
for a Western frontier country. They 
were proud of themselves individually and collec- 
tively, but proudest of all were they of their “de- 
bating society." The brilliant-speeches and wither- 
ing arguments of the members of this institution 
were acknowledged to be only equaled and not ex- 
celled by the honorable gentlemen at Washington. 
Of this society, Broadhead was an energetic worker 
and faithful member, but of all the “orators” he 
was generally admitted to be the most tiresome and 
prosy. He was always ready to “debate” either 
side of the question. Though logical and method- 
ical, he was rather a bore. The Judges would say 
that Jim made a poor out, but might improve. 

At a convention held in this same little village two 
or three summers ago Broadhead, being present, was 
urged totalk to the friends of his youth, as there 
were many in attendance who had not seen him for 
twenty-five or thirty years. It was a heated and an 
excited multitude which he addressed, but his sen- 
sible, emphatic words, his kind and forcible man- 
ner made a strong impression on every hearer. As 
@ young man Broadhead was very much of the *‘one 
idea type." This may or may not be a character- 
istic now, but in those days the absorbing interest 
he took in whatever claimed his attention was a 
marked trait. 

He was not a suceptible youth but still did not es- 
cape the universal fate of man. Cupid came to him 
iu the form of’a very interesting, petite, dark-haired 
that time teaching the village 
school. The lady could not be induced to regard 
our Jim as a possible lover, and scarcely realized 
his attachment. It is said by good authority that 
his love letters were much admired as literary ef- 
forta, and that the fond swain, at this 
time sadly neglected the Debatiny 
Society. Just fancy the Hon. James QO, 
Broadhead in a dingy village office, seated ata pine 
desk, on a three legzed stool, snuffing the “sperm 
oil” candle and writing supplicating epistles to his

“Fionn. Dr. McLean, M. ©., St. Louis, Missouri.” 
smile. This youthful love, however, was spurious 
and soon died a natural death,

since Mr. Broadhead 
ceased to be a Piker, but ofd settlers remember that 
young Broadhead was an honest man and sincere 
friend. In spite of tifcse many years they believe 
that he stil! cares for his old home and associations. 
‘Twas here he won his reputation as an excellent 
lawyer. It was Pike that first acknowledged his 
talents, and last, but not least, Pike was the home of 
his wife. who is a member of one of the oldest and 
most intelligent families of this beautiful county.

JOHN B. HENDERSON'S 
star began slowly and steadily to ascend toward 
the zenith. He wasfirst brought to the front as the 
teacher of the “Deestrict Seboo!.” Schools were 
scarce throughout the country at that time, and 
the person who was considered competent to assist 
the voung rustics with their blue-back speller, and 
old MceGiuffey's render, was an envied mortal.

An Englishman’s Views on Ameri- 
can Servants,

The Imported Butler and the Gorgeous Liv- 
ery—Fewer Servants in American 


Establishments, 


“Why is it,’ remarked an Englishman who is 
visiting St. Louis, as he leaned back in his chair and 
blew some beautifully executed rings of smoke 
above his head; “‘why is it that Americans employ 
so much fewer servants than the English? Here 
you see large, handsome establishments with 
only three or four servants and occasionally only 
two, or with the coachman as third. In similar es- 
tablishments in England twice the number would 
be employed, and kept busy, too. And yet the peo- 
ple here donot seem to economize about most 


things.*’ 

“Don't you think,” he was asked, “that you are 
comparing our citizens with wealthier English- 
men?” 

“No, I think not. At least 
I am speaking of people who keep no hand- 
somer establishments than those with which I com- 
pare them here, nor in most ways do they live as 
extravagantly. I cannot understand it. They seem 
to have everything about the housein perfect order, 
and yet it seems incredible that the servants should 
find time to do it. I, myself, strongly sus- 
pect that the ladies do more of the light 
work about their houses than they do at home. 

“There is another point on the same question 
which strikes me most forcibly, and that is the mis- 
erable quarters found in most houses inthe United 
States for the domestics. Ifirst had my attention 
called to the subject by who 
has lived much abroad. since 
then I have myself facts 
In England there is always a room for the servants 
apart from the kitchen, a servants’ hall, we call it, 
where they hade their meals and spend their even- 
ings. But here it is very seldom that you see any- 
thing of the sort. The amount of it 
mestics in this country 
much harder tine than they do with 
us. They generally eat their meals in any kind of 
higgledy-piggiety fashion nmong the dirty dishes in 
the kitchen, and, unless they spend the evenings in 
their bed-rooms, generally pretty poor places, by 
the way, they must stay inthe kitchen. Of course 
this is not always the case, but you will find 
that it grenerally is even in handsome 
homes. No special arrangements are made for the 
comfort of the gentlemen and ladfes of the kitchen. 

“It may be that this is generally realized in Eng. 
land, for certain it is that few desirable, well-trained 
servants come over to this country, those that do 
cross the ocean being generally those who have 
been unable to keep places at home, 
There are some few members of the ultra fashion- 
able and wealthy set in New York who have English 
butlers, dressed up in uniforms as gorgeous as they 
are absurd, to attend the door and wait on the table, 
but these are rare exceptions, an‘ 
are generally retained more on account 
of their cockney accent, which announces 
to all callers their nationality, than because of any 
work they do, Speaking of liveried servants calls 
to mind the innumerable imitators these imported 
butlers have, For instance, last winter in New York 
it became quite fashionable to have men 
to open the door, their dress 
making them remarkable by the 
substivution of scarlet waiscoats forthe ordinary 
dark ones. Sometimes little boys were pressed into 
service and dressed up in this fantastic style. 
notice that in St. Louis people are less given to go 
ing to these extremes, and do not bave liveried but- 
lers unless the whole establishment be on rather a 
grand scale, in fact [have not seen any 

“It strikes me that these liveries are about as ab- 
surd as anything weli could be, that in fact they are 
just about on a par with the crests and coats-of-arms 
which are to be seen on all sides. and should be as 
much a part of the family traditions 
What a farce these coats-of-arins are to be 
sure! Men whose fathers are generally 
known to have been illiterate men and who perhaps 
kept sonie little shop, suddenly become rich and im 
mediately a coat-of-arms is emblazoned on their car 
riage doora, engraved on every piece of silver and 
even embroidered in goldand silver onthe veivet 
cushions of their drawing-room chairs. 
Of course there are a great many people 
who have the best right in the world to 
a family escutcheon, but it isa question whether, 
even in such cases. it is in good taste for people liy 
ing in what is an essentially democratic country to 
make such a display. 

“Butto come back to our muttons, is there 
not something thoroughly ‘shoddy in this living 
in handsome, richly furnished houses.

think there is. Of course, if a household is run on a 
modest scale, itis expected that everything will

“There is one other thing that must strike any 
foreigner who lives among you long enough to 
know your ways, and that is, thatthe number of 
men who have valets, or of women who have ladies- 
maids very smali indeed. It is 
quite the exception to find a lady 
who has aservant only to wait on 
her,do her hair, put onher clothes, etc. Some 
times one such woman is employed in a household, 
but even that is rather unusual. 

“Servants in this country change their places 
much ofvtener than a do in England. and the 
reason is right here; American women do no 
take the same kindly interest in them as they do at 
home. They are looked upon as mere automatons, 
and if through over-work they become il], they are 
immediately sent away. No wonder the women 
complain of bad servants, The wonder is that they 


can keep any.”

This journey took 
her a year, and her misery during that period was 
simply awful, including cold hunger. fatigue and the 
horror of being discovered. On ar- 
riving at her destination she im- 
mediately put on foot a plot for the annihilation of 
the Imperial House of Romanoff. The plot was 
discovered and she was once more arrested. There 
is but little question asto what her fate wil! be. 
Kither she will be sent for life to the depths of Sibe- 
ria or be put to death at once.

The Reckless Gamblors Who Buck 
the Tiger at Long Branch. 


A “No-Limit” Game With Thousends at 
Btake on a Turn— Washington Society 
Doings--Florists’ Immense Prof- 
its—Capital Notes, 


Bpectal Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch, 
Wasuinotror, August 21.—The people most active- 


ly engaged in preparation for the coming social sea- 
son in Washington are the florists. They are busy 
with the flowers that are to reverse the order of na- 
ture and bloom in winter. The tiny plant which 
now looks like a small and worthless weed will, by 
the holidays, bring dollars to the pockets of the cute 
florist who knows just how to manipulate it to the 
best advantage. The carefully nursed rose plant, 
which now looks like a small shrub which you would 
kick aside, is worth its weight in gold, yes more, for 
it is to produce, when the wintry blasts make roses 
most precious,dollars and dollars’ worth of precious 
buds, which are to adorn the bosom of some fair 
lady or ornament the tables at the White House or 
Cabinet reception. The amount of money spent for 
flowers in Washington during a social season is 
something enormous, It can scarcely be realized 
except by thoae who have made it a study. When 
you see upon a single dinner table twenty or thirty 
or fifty bouquets, one for each person at the dinner, 
made up with from one to a dozen buds each, and 
when you realize that these buds cost, many of 
them, a dollar and some of them two or three 
doliars apiece, you begin to get some idea of the 
amount that is being paid for flowers in Washington. 
When you look over the table and see centre pieces 
and ornaments with dozens and scores of buds and 
flowers upon them, and mantels and other re 
ceptacles loaded with them, and realize that this is 
but one of many evevte of this sort going night after 
night and month after month, and that for every 
one fresh flowere must be had, then you begin to 
getsome idea ofthe money that. ils expended in 
Washington for flowers. They do not 
all come from Washington or vicin- 
ity, either. The country for hundreds 
of miles around is scoured for them. Many of the 
choice ones are sent here from New York and other 
jints where floriculture is in a higher state than 
— From New York and Philadelphia and Balti- 
more and from the interior towns of Pennsylvania 
and New York State they come in quantities. The 
White House has its conservatory, from which fresh 
flowers every day, the year round, adorn the table 
and desk of the President, but when there is a state 
dinner, at which large quantities are demanded, 
they must be had from some vther source, some- 
times from the florists here, sometimes from New 
York or Philadelphia, 
e matrimonial season continues to be very 
busy.

The Post Office Department Conval- 
escing From the Two-Cent Cut.

Some Cases of Stupid ‘‘Economy”’on the 
Part of Congress— A Much-Needed 
Revision of House Rules in Proge 
ress—The Blair Bill 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wa4SHINeTox, D. C., August 23.— The Post Office- 
Department finds the sale of two-cent stamps 
steadily increasing, and the officials of that branch 
of the Government service expect to soon see the 
departinent self-sustaining again. It is a wonderful 
thing that a department can sustain over 50,000 of- 
fices in all parts of the country, deliver mail at the 
doors of residences in the cities, carry country 
newspapers free, and others for almost nothing, and 
yet, by carrying letters to any part of this great 
country for two cents, make money enough to be 
almost self-sustaining. Yet this isthe fact. It will 
be but a few years until the receipts will again be as 
great as the expenditures, provided Congress does 
not in its wisdom see fit to make further reduction, 
There are indications, however, that it may. It 
seems Quite probable that the limit of weight may 
at the next session be increased from the present 
letter standard of one-half ouncé to one ounce, and 
he rates on “drop” letters cut down to one cent, 
The increase in the limit of weight would probably 
cut down the revenue nearly $1, 
000,000, and the change of local rates 
would reduce it another million or more. 


Your average statesman thinks it his duty to

ain on the Post Office Department pretty soon. 
The offivials of the department realize pretty thor- 
oughly the tendency of these fellows to take the 
bits in their teeth, and prepare for it so far as pos- 
sible. They cannot always meet the annoyances of 
the situation, however. “I declare,” sald one of 
them talking of thishabit of Comcressmen to your 
correspondent, ‘it is very annoying that men who 
know absolutely nothing about the wwe of the 
department should attempt to control the details of 
its workings in the face of recommendations of men 
who are paid to study and manage it. Why all 
thisterrible Star Route matter might have been and 
would have been prevented if Congress had only 
given to Postmaster-General Jewell a few inspectors 
that he aked 

TO KEEP AN EYE ON THE WORK 
on the Star Routes west of the Mississippi River, He 
asked about 1876 or 1878 for fifteen inspectors to put 
on these Western routes, and to run down the sus- 
picions which were just then arising about this 
matter. Butthey would not give one of them, 
and the consequence was that the systematic 
stealings grew to enormous sums, just 
because of this fact, of theinability of the Postmas- 
ter General to prevent them after they were sus- 
pected. Another little thing which shows the imbe- 
no the average Congressman isthe inability of 
the Department to get an appropriation of a few 
thousand doliars for the purchase of canceling 
stamps and stamps giving the name of the office, 
for all the post offices of the country. It is a curi- 
ous fact that there are some eight or ten thousand 
offices without those stamps, and that, though 
they cost but sixty cents apiece, © has been 
asked for several years to allow usa sufficient sum 
to get them, and still refuses to do so. Write the 
name of the office on the letters mailed, did you say? 
Well, that would be all right if you knew that the 
postmaster could write, but youdon't. On the con- 
trary. in many of the States, especially in the South, 
there are lots of postmasters who can't write. The 
result is, where they have no stamp, that they have 
to send their letters without any mark on them to 
show where they qome from. Wevery often have 
merchants came to us with letters mailed at that 
sort of offices, where the name of the State is omit- 
ted in the letter itself, quite puzzled to know where 
they came from.” 
NEW RULES FOR THE HOUSE. 

The Sub-Committee of the House Committee on 
Ruaies is quietly at work on a new system of rules 
for that body. And they are needed. Itis hoped 
that the committee will be successful in getti 
something that will enable the House to accom lish 
something. The miserable recordwhich that body 
made for itaelf last session, and more because of a 
lack of an intelligent system than anything else, is 

uite sufficient to warrant the assertion that any- 

ing would be better than the present rules. That 
Congress should sit seven months and only pass ac- 
counts of 10,000 bills introduced, and none of those 
of any general importance, is a_ sufficient 
comments on the lack of officient machinery. 
It is whisperd that the tariff reform leaders 
were a g deal chagrined toward the close of the 
session to see how they had been corralled by Mr. 
Randall through the advantages he was able to take 
by reason of the condition of the rules of the House 
at last session. 

THE BLAIR BILL. 

The voters of the South are, it is reported at 
the Congressional headquarters, a ood 
deal exercised over the failure of 
the e of the Blair educational bill 
at last session. The Nationa! Republican, in speak- 
ing of this fact, holds the Educational Committee of 
the House responsible for the failure of the bill, say- 
ing that it failed to report on it after its passage by 
the Senate. This is hardly a fair statement of the 
case. The Committee on Education did report fav- 
orably a bill of this character and place iton the 
calendar, but the House deliberately, by vote, re- 
fused to take it up for action. The bill in question 
was introduced by Mr. Willis, and as reported by the 
committee contained substantially the same provis- 
ions as the Blair bill Mr. Aiken, the chairman of 
the Educational Committee of the House, did ex- 
press himself pretty strongly in opposition to it in 
the early part of the session, but it is understood ac- 
quiesced in Mr. Willis’ bill later on and would have 
supported itin the House had that body decided to 
take it up for action.

The battle between the five 
Jeaders in the American campaign is unprecedent- 
edly fine, and the excitement and interest attend- 
ing itis unparalleled. Henceforth the effete ok 
league must take a back seat as the representative 
association of the country, and certainly no such 
ball has ever before been furnished in this country 


as being played by the St. Louis and Louisville clubs.

And just here I wish to utter a word of warning 
to ball patrons. For sundry causes to which it is 


ee oe ae the disgruntled enemies of the 
American tiation are beyond a doubt preparing 
for a sort of general attack along the line upon the 
clubs com ng their body, and are already inti- 
mating that hippodroming and double-dealing are 
shaping the course and records of the several clubs, 
Several sheets have openly presented this outrage- 
ous calumny, and while it is not apt to blind the 
eyes of the educated and posted patrons of base- 
ball, it is apt to create some gossip and scandal 
amongst those who are only partially in- 
terested and read up in these matters. 
There was never more honest, jealous 
and intense rivalry existing between clubs as there 
is betweenthe St. Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, 
Columbus and Metropolitan Clubs and the players 
as well, as their officers are heart and soul in the 
struggle. It remains forthe lovers of the national 
sport to cry down all sore-heads and barking 
Jeremiahs, whose object is to effect a little personal 
revenge, based upon the disappointment of the most 
sordid ends, 
e+e 

A great deal of misapprehension exists regard- 
ing the presumptive enormous salaries 
players will demand next sea- 
Bon. But there need be no fear. 
Players are as well paid now—better in fact—than 
they can ever hope to be, and while some special 
and exceptional cases may be cited where men set 
and demand high and extraordinary figures, these 
are exceedingly limited. Had the Northwestern 
Association carried through there would have been 
some prospect of a heavy advance for players’ ser- 
vices—where the clubs were able to stand them. As 
it is there is a prolific abundance of talent 
onthe market, the clubs are well 
stocked up, and a player getting a 
comfortable compensation from his present club, 
would find it a difficult matterto get an advance. 
Mr. Von der Ahe showed mea piceon-hole full of 
letters—fully twenty-five in number-—from leading 
and efficient professionals, who are desirous of com- 
ing toSt. Louis next season; and many of their 
figures are very reasonable, others 80 
excessive that they have evidently “left 
room for a drop.” At all events no notice 
will be id to gentlemen who are immodest 
in their demands and if that is the case in St. Louis. 
where the managnment has been ultra generous and 
liberal in the matter of salanes,it is not probable 
that extortion will be listened to or tolerated else- 
where. Besides there are some prospects of further 
disbandments at the close of the season; probably 
two in the League—with several in other associa- 
tions.

Regarding the proposed meeting of 
the local American and Union associations 
I find that there is quite as much feeling against a 
present meeting as chere is forit, and the feeling is 
growing. My mail is charged every day with 
episties, pro and con, and as so much has been 
written in favor of the scheme, it will not be out of 
order to quote some of the arguments against it. 
One writer says: “At a time when the national game 
bore an unsavory reputation in this city, through 
the crookedness of piayers who had been engaged 
to play here, Christ Von der Ahe organized a club 
and gave us, if not a brilliant nine, 
at least an honest one, improvin each 
season, until it is now one of the leading clubs of the 
country. With each succeeding season has he also 
improved Sportsman's Park, and itis now consid- 
ered by those who ought to know as equal to the 
finest in the country. his has 
not been accomplished without agreat deal of 
effort and outiay and he has been rewarded by 
meeting with a patronage second to none extended 
to any other club in the country. In the rivalry 
which naturally and incidentally sprang up a club is 
organized as a business opposition, a nine secured 
and a ground equipped. Now Mr. 
Von der Ahe is asked to break one of the rules of 
the American Association by plaving the new club 
before his championship season is over. Let Mr. 
Von der Abe break the rule and it would be speed- 
ily seen how speedily his business position and fran- 
chise would be assaulted. Assertions and promises 
go for nothing where dollars and cents are at stake. 
The friends of the Browns are perfectly satisfied 
with the exhibitions they have given when opposed 
to clubs who = ¥ quite as ood ball 
probably as the St. uis Unions. ‘he Union 
was organized as a rival to St. Louis and its 
partisans openly boasted at the beginning of the 
season that'there would be no Brown Stocking Club 
in ‘SS. Soeven though the consent of every club 
in the American Association could be obtained the 
Browns should not be allowed to jeopardize their 
chances for gaining the championship by risking 
the fingers and limbs of their players in crowding 
these games, as they would have to be; and the re- 
suite of these series would not be convincing to the 
friends or adherents of either. In other words, 
the Browns have nothing to gain 
and everything to lose in making a series with the 
Union Club, to say nothing of making a concession 
to outspoken enemies, for which there is ample time 
in the future. I have spoken to many friends of the 
Browns, and they are almost toa man opposed to 
the two clubs meeting as representatives of their 
respective associations. I dare say there would be 
quite as large a gathering to see the Browns 
and some club _belongin to the Amer!l- 
can Association play for the benefit of our 
charitadSle institutions as the grounds could accom- 
modate, and Iam sure Mr. Von der Ahe would read- 
ily consent to such an exhibition. If the mem- 
bers of the two clubs desire to play together as in- 
dividuals after the season is over, iet them do so, 
but not under any other circumstances.”’ All of 
which is respectfully submitted.

Hanlan’s Vanquisher. 

If not the most prominent, at least the most in- 
teresting figure at present in the sculling world, is 
the man who beat Edward Hanlan on Friday, Au- 
gust 15, in the Parramatta River. Many inquiriess 
have been made regarding him, and therefore is 
appended the following exhaustive biography from 
the Clipper: 

“The sculler who is thus credited with having ad- 
ministered what, from the foregoing dispatches, ap- 
pears to have been a most decisive defeat to a man 
who had proven himself immeasurably superior to 
the many oarsinen whom he had previously met, 
hails from Dapto, weighs about 165 pounds and is 
the most recent addition to the ranks of scullers 
who have attained prominence in Australia. In his 
vocation as ferryman he gained great experience in 
the use of the oar. while the laborious na- 
ture of his work developed his mus- 
cular powers andl Staying qualities. He 
was a contestant in several regatta races in heavy 
boats prior to last year, andon December 25, 18%, 
rowed his first match of importance. It was in 
light skiffs, for $500 a side, with T. Clifford, and was 


4 rowed over the reguiar championship course on the 


Parramatta River, at Sydney, N.S. W., 3 miles 330 
yards, straightaway, Beach winning in Wm. Ws. 
His next appearance was in the open scujlers’ race 
for the Punch trophy, same course,in which he 
finished first, with E. A. Trickett, ex-champion, sec- 
ond. the winner's time being the fastest in which 
the course had upto that time been rowed. This 
was his first race in a shell, and it led to a match 
between him and Trickett, in shells, for $500 a side, 
which was Gecided on the same river July 28, 1883, 
Beach suffering defeat, in 2im. 15s. Attributing 
his defeat to the inferiority of his boat, 
the friends of Beach rematched him against his con- 
queror for $1,000 a side. The racecame off August 
18 following, and this time Trickett was beaten in 
2m. Whs. The defeated man sought another 
match, which was accorded him, and they rowed 
again for a like amount, on the same water, August 
27,Beach winning the“rubber’ with comparative ease 
in 20m. 44s. eclipsing all 
course.

On Decem- 
ber 6 and 8, following, the prize of $750 offered by 
James Hunt, added toa sweepstakes of $100 each, 
was rowed for ina regatta on the Parramatta 
course, Beach capturing first place in 20m.

JUDGE NOONAN, : 


How an Industrious Young Mechanic Be- 
came a Judge. 
From the Reading (Pu.) Eagle. 

The presence at the Keystone House of Judge FE. 
A. Noonan, now of St. Louis, recalls the success of 
a former Reading boy out West, and the splendid 
possibilities in store for every young man who 
looks at life as a stern reality and who is determin- 
ed to merit success by honest, persistent and untir- 
ing effort. Judge Noonan is the son of Martin 
Noonan, residing at 414 South Seventh street, this 
city. He learned the trade of a machinist at 
Douglass & Connard's, where he remained two 
years. Then he read law in the office of L. C. Picker, 
Esq., for one and one half years, after which he at- 
tended the Albany (N. _ /Y.) Law Univer- 


sity, from which institution he graduated, and, sub- 
mitting to an examination before the Supreme 
Court, was admitted to practice in all the ccurts of 
New York State. But Mr. Noonan saw another fleld 
before him. He located in St. Louis. He had very 
little money, and proceeded to that city armed wit 

several letters of recommendation, which he found 
of some use. He had about the same experience as 
all young lawyers in large cities—he was unknown 
and of youthfulappearance, and business came to 
him slowly. He was hardly 21 years old at this time, 
but worked hard and is now reaping the fruits of his 
labors.. He first came into prominence as one of the 
attorneys in the famous Fortmyer murder trial, one 
of the most remarkabie murder cases 
ever tried in that section. In this 
he gained a footing and public attention 
and success was more — Some years afterward 
he was nominated by the Democrats of St. Louis 
for assistant district attorney, and was elected by a 
handsome majority. Politically St. Louisis very 
close, and neither party can afford to make improp- 
er nominations. he term was four years, and he 
was renoiminated and re-elected by an increased 
majority. During this time he distinguished himself 
asa painstaking, hardworking official, and scored 
one triumph after another in his profession. Two 
years ago he was elected Judge of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction of St. Louis for four years by a ma- 
jority of 8,000. Ia this position he has distinguished 
himself for his fairness and deep knowledge in the in- 
tricacies of American jurisprudence. He was called 
upon to pass judgment on some of the most import- 
ant cases tried inthe West. In his decision of the 
Sunday law questions he recorded himself in favor 
of their liberal construction, by which street cars, 

barber shops, ete.. were allowed todo business on 
the Sabbath. St. Louis is a German city, and some 
of its gardens frequentiy contain as high as 10,000 
people on Sundays. Alithe saloons and gardens 
were closed under an anti-Sunday law. Then Judge 
Noonan passed upon a special law enacted early in 
the history of St. Louis and which was in the shape 
of a grant by the State to the city. The question 
was whether the general law, in existence prior to 
the special law,repealed it or not. Judge Noonan held 
that the special law wasin force, and the people 
are now enjoying their accustomed Sunday re 
creations. The matter created considerable ex 

citement, but Judge Noonan was upheld by public 
sentiment. His impartial conduct of the trial of the 
Police Commissioners of St. Louis, who were in- 
dicted for conspiracy, was another triumph for 
Some of the oldest lawyersin the 
West were engaged inthe case, and the trial was 
long, bitter and tedious. Among other cases which 
made him famous was a libel suit, which lasted 
three months and the arguments consumed a week. 
Some of the most turbulent and exciting scenes 
ever witnessed in a court of law took place during 
the trial. A riot occurred in his court- 
room, and amob had complete possession 
fortwenty minutes. As on all occasions, Judge 
Noonan retained his presence of mind, and had the 
mob spirit promptly put down by the authorities. 
He broke up the swindiing lotteries of the West, and 
declared for the first time that poker, under the 
gambling statute, wasa game of chance and conse- 
quently afeiony. His court-room is three times as 
large as the Berks court-room,and is usually packed. 
Judge Noonan has rectified many abuses, is 55 years 
old and very popular in St. Louis. Me is a thorough, 
live, wide-awake, go-ahead Westerner. He marned 
a beautiful young lady of St. Louis, Miss Brennan, 
the sister of Dr. Wm. Brennan, one of its leading 
physicians. They have three children. Mrs. Noonan 
and children are with the Judge in Reading. Thev 
came on to see Judge Noonan’s parents and 
friends here, and expect to remain several 
weeks. TheJudge was one of the committee of 
thirteen which proceeded to Washington last winter 
to urge St. Lous’ claims for the National Demo- 
cratic Convention. He was a delegate to the latter 
body at Chicago and supported Bayard, until the 
boom for Hendricks, when he changed to the latter 

who was his first choice. He has been a member o 

the Democratic State Committee, and of its execnu- 
tive committee, for the past eight years. Whatever 
he has undertaken he has done faithfully and well. 
In all his aspirations, he hasa faithful ally in his 
wife, who takes a deep interest in ali public affairs. 
Judge Noonan’s career is a bright example for ev- 
ery young man in this city, showing what honesty, 

industry, integrity and well directed energy can 
bring forth.

THE PLENARY COUNCIL. 

This is done to clear the way for the more 
rapid and _ intelligent action of the t 

in the authoritative council, notto prejudge or to 
determine any question but to put it in such shape 
that the superior body can see its nature at a glance 
and know at once what todo with it, or to what por- 
tion of the council to refer it. The plenary council 
will be composed of two branches, or houses cor- 
responding to the and House of Reprcsenta- 
tives of the United States.
